SAN JOSE STATE RELAYS 


9.3 for Dennis Johnson

San Jose, Calif., March 11--Dennis Johnson, poised and relaxed, lived 
up to advance notices when he became the 10th man to tie the world 100 yard 
record with a 9.3 performance in the San Jose State Relays. 

After two false starts (he was guilty on the first) Johnson eased from his 
blocks with an improved start he credits to coach Bud Winter, whipped down the 
speedy college track with the help of a 1.89 mph wind, and finished without any 
trace of pressure showing. One watch read 9, 4 and the others 9. 3. 

Since Mel Patton first ran 9.3 in 1948 the record has been tied officially 
by Hec Hogan in 1954, Jim Golliday in 1955, Leamon King in 1956, Dave Sime, 
twice in 1956 and once in 1957, Bobby Morrow in 1957, Ray Norton in 1958 and 
1960, Bill Woodhouse in 1959, and Roscoe Cook in 1959. Norton, a spectator 
in Army uniform today, made both his 9. 3s on this track so Johnson can claim 
only a share of the school and track records. 

Johnson's stats are 5'11", 165 pounds, 21 years. He hails from Calabar 
in Jamaica and represented the West Indies in the Olympics. There he ran 10.4 
while being eliminated in the quarter-finals of the 100 and 21.0 while missing 
out in the semi-finals of the 200. His best at Bakersfield (Calif.) College, 
where he studied two years, was 9.5, Last week he opened the season with 9.5 
and earlier had run 75 yards in 7.3, equalling the best on record. 

Asked the reason for his sharp improvement, Dennis said "I owe it all 
to coach Winter. He has helped my start and my running style. And I relax 
more. I'm very glad I came to San Jose.' 

Jay Silvester of the Youth Village turned in a top double of 59'10" and 
183'6$". The worlds only man to better both 60 feet and 190, Silvester couldn't 
explain the big improvement over earlier season form, saying "it just happened.” 
Jay won a shot duel from Jerry Winters, ex-Stanford, who did 58'2". His chief 
competition in the discus ame from promising San Jose soph, Dan-Studney, who 
whirled the platter 173'7" after narrowly winning the javelin at 230'6", both per- 
sonal bests. 

San Jose continued to act like an NCAA threat. Dick Gear vaulted 14'10", 
Dick Kimmell 14'4 and Jeff Chase 14'4, as good a trio as there has been in col- 
legiate history. Willie Williams ran 9.5n, Gene Zubrinsky jumped 6'7" and 
Charley Clark, who ran 8:55 last week, loafed through his relay assignments. 

Other good marks were made by Art Batchelder of Stanford, 229'10"; 
and senior veteran Herm Wyatt of the Youth Village, 6'9". Youth Village aces 
Laszlo Tabori and Jim Beatty did not press in their relay stints.

NEW YORK KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS 


Brumel Leaps 7’3 1-2”

New York City, March 3 -- One world board mark fell and three Ameri- 
can records were set tonight as the 42nd New York Knights of Columbus meet 
provided the icing on the cake of New York's fabulous 1961 indoor season, 

Russian Valeriy Brumel accounted for an American record when he 
defeated John Thomas for the third time in three weeks by high jumping 7'33". 
George Kerr took the world indoor 600-yard record away from Mal Whitfield 
and Tom Courtney with a front running 1:09.3 effort. Hungarian Istvan Rozsa- 
volgyi equalled his indoor best of 4:01. 8 in the mile but he picked up an Ameri- 
can record enroute with a 3:46. 6 clocking at the 1500-meter mark, And Ira 
Davis and Bill Sharpe staged another of their battles in the hop-step-jump with 
Davis reversing last year's result and breaking Sharpe's indoor standard with 
a 52'1" jump. 

Brumel capped his three-week American visit with his seventh, eight, 
ninth and 10th seven-footers from a board takeoff as Thomas shocked the crowd 
by failing to clear 7’. True, John's third attempt at this height was spoiled by a 
slip on the chewed-up takeoff, but even so it wasn't a very happy 20th birthday 
for the tall Bostonian. He had to watch Brumel proceed without a miss until 
7'33", which the Siberian Sputnik cleared on his second attempt, He then missed, 
but not badly, at 7'5" 

Brumel's fellow-travelers both had poor nights, Igor Ter-Ovanesyan, 
with no broad jump on the card and no fondness for triple jumping, was shut out 
in a heat of the 60-yard dash while Yevgeniy Momotkov dropped out of the two- 
mile with a sore leg four laps from the tape. 

The start of the 600 saw Kerr tearing into the lead like a sprinter. He 
ran the first 160-yard lap in an incredible 16 seconds'flat, widened a five-yard 
lead over Lee Martin to 10 as he passed the quarter in 49, 0 and finished com- 
pletely spent in 1:09.3, some seven yards to the good. Martin hung on to second 
ahead of Kye Courtney. 

Hardly any of the 16, 000 fans saw Davis racing down the hop-step- jump 
runway for his fifth try, because Brumel chose the same instant to start ap- 
proaching the high jump bar at 7'5"'. But the world's fastest triple- jumper knew 
he had a record when he came down almost at the end of the pole vault's foam 
runner bed, which made accurate measurement difficult but landing a pleasure. 
The 52'1" leap broke Sharpe's 1960 record of 51'43" and Ira had another leap 
of 51'9", Sharpe also surpassed his old mark with 51'53", while improving

Yale Edges Villanova

New York City, March 11 — Just as in 1960, Villanova and Yale battled 
it out right down to the final event for the 1961 IC4A indoor team title, but this 
time it was Bob Giegengack's Elis who took home the big, gold trophy, edging 
the Wildcats from Villanova, 30-29. 

Villanova, sparked by the unexpected 1-2 shot put sweep by sophomore 
William Joe and junior Gerry Donini, plus eight sprint points from Frank Budd 
and Paul Drayton, needed only a fourth-place finish from its defending champion 
mile relay team. But Bob Raemore, going all out to win the event, shoved Man- 
hattan anchor man Ron Green while trying to pass him on the inside. Raemore 
eventually wound up third behind Dick Edmunds’ winning 47.7 anchor leg for 
Princeton, but Villanova's joy turned to sorrow when a disqualification was 
announced, 

A few minutes later, Yale clinched the meet when the high jump pro- 
duced a four-way tie for second, giving the Elis' Sam Streibert and Bill Flippin 
five points, enough for a one-point final margin. 

Yale's captain, Jim Stack, contributed his usual five points by winning 
the 600 for the third straight year over a tough field. Stack led the qualifiers 





in 1;10,9, and came back with a 1:10. 6 final that left Jim Wedderburn and Larry ~~ 
St. Clair six and nine yards back, respectively, 
Other Yale standouts were Tom Carroll, who defended his 1, 000 crown 
in 2:10.7, Bob Mack, who led all the way to capture the two mile easily, and 
iron man Jay Luck, who ran nine races in taking second in the hurdles and 4 


fourth in the dash, 

Budd, also a repeat winner, tied John Haines’ 6,1 meet record as he led 

Bob Brown and Drayton into the dash tape. 

The only meet record was set in the 35-pound weight throw where Jud 

Sage, who first topped 60' only two weeks previously, broke John Lawlor's year - 

old mark by four inches with a 63'43" performance. In the high jump, John 

Thomas, jumping off a left ankle injured in the hurdles earlier in the day-long 

meet, won the event with a good clearance at 6'6", then retired after two bad

Beatty Whips Cunliffe

Cleveland, March 17 — Jim Beatty overcame Ernie Cunliffe's burning 
pace in the 1, 000 and George Kerr glided smoothing past Dave Mills in the 
600 here tonight in the most brilliant gathering of athletes in the 21-year his- 
tory of the Cleveland Knights of Columbus meet. 

And not to be overlooked was the superb showing by the Manhattan 
two-mile relay which clocked 7:33,0, onlytwo-tenths of a second over its 
world indoor record and the fastest ever run on a 12-lap track, 

Beatty's first meeting with Cunliffe at 1,000 yards was a beautiful 
tactical thing. It showed the U.S. mile record holder, despite a coughing 
cold, still is master of the kick finish. Cunliffe, who earlier this year 
cracked both the indoor and outdoor world marks at this distance, was off 


winging, with a 54.3 quarter and a 1:53 half. 
But his stocky adversary from the Santa Clara Valley Youth Village 


team, though trailing by as much as 12 yards in the early going, produced 

his famous spurt in the last 200 yards, Cunliffe broke a board and tempor- 

arily lost stride on the final circuit as Beatty clocked 2:09.5. Cunliffe ran 

2:09.7, against the 1956 meet record of 2:11. 0 set by Arnie Sowell. 

"Mike (Coach Mihaly Igloi) wants me to concentrate on the mile out- 
doors," Beatty said afterward, “right up to the European trip." 

Though not among the record-crackers, the mile produced a brilliant 
4:08. 8 victory for little Tom O'Hara, Chicago Loyola freshman who is only 
18-years-old. He paced the race like a veteran, 

The 5'8", 130-pounder laid off Ed Moran's quarters in 60 flat, 2:00.3 
and 3:03.6, then murdered the ex-Penn Stater in the last two laps. O'Hara, 
whose best high school mile was 4:20.6, won't be 19 until July. George Har- 
vey of Purdue went by the fading Moran to finish second in 4:10, 8, a personal 
best. Moran clocked 4:12, 3. 

Kerr watched Mills take the lead immediately in the 600, and on this 
sharply-curved oval, the Purdue junior had the ideal position. But, just before 
they hit the 440, which Kerr negotiated in 51 flat, he shifted almost effortlessly 
into high gear, and hit the tape in 1:10,.1, fastest ever for a 12-lap track, Mills 
did 1:10.4, both being under Mal Whitfield's 11-year-old meet mark of 1:10. 8. 

The two-mile relay was billed as a grudge match. Yale, which had run 
a meet record 7:34.8 here last year, had its best four together after splitting 
them up for many weeks, But Manhattan's top combination, John Corry, 

Kye Courtney, Larry St. Clair and Art Evans, also hadn't been together since 

the Millrose Games. And Coach George Eastment really had them ready, 

“It was a contest for only the first leg. After that Courtney ran 1:52. 7, 
put away Jim Stack and it was all over. The gap widened steadily as St. Clair 
ran 1:53. 3 and Art Evans 1:52. 3 for a meet record 7:33.0. Yale clocked 

7:38.5, Michigan 7:38. 7 and Western Michigan, despite a 1:49. 9 anchor by 

John Bork, had a disappointing 7:42, 2. 

The fastest section of the mile relay saw Villanova and Manhattan 
anchormen, Bob Raemore and Evans, both disqualified for bumping fouls. The 
latter was knocked completely down and never finished as Indiana's 3:19.8 was 
the only legitimate time after Villanova crossed the line first. 

For the third time this winter, Purdue's spectacular freshman sprinter, 
Nate Adams, licked the’colleg upperclassman and post-graduates, He nipped 
Villanova's Paul Drayton in 5.3, The Wildcats’ Frank Budd was unable to take 
the gun because of a muscle pull two days ago. 

An American indoor record was posted in the women's 880 by tiny Mrs. 
Grace Butcher of Cleveland's Magyar A.C., who ran 2:21.1. Her time took a 
half-second off the National AAU women's championship record held by Helen 
Shipley.

Grelle Clocks 4:03.6 


Milwaukee, March 11 -- Former University of Oregon star Jim Grelle 
captured the mile in 4:03, 6 tonight, the fastest ever run by an American in- 
doors, to feature the 10th annual Milwaukee Journal Games, 

Grelle, competing for the Emerald Empire A.A. of Eugene, Oregon, 
stayed back in the field of five during the early stages of the race, letting Ed 
Moran of the New York A.C, and Peter Close of Quantico alternate the pace- 
setting. However, on the last lap Grelle took the lead and went on to win hand- 
ily. His time broke the old American citizens record of 4:03,8 shared by Wes 
Santee, Phil Coleman and Dyrol Burleson. The pace in tonight's race was 60.5, 
2:01 and 3:03. 

Close finished second and Moran third, Running last was Tom Sullivan 
of St. George H.S. in Evanston, Ill., who won the 1, 000 at the Chicago Daily 
News Relays the night before. 

George Kerr moved up to the 1,000 to give Ernie Cunliffe battle and 
he let the Stanford graduate student pull the field along through the early 
stages. But Kerr took over with three laps to and won in 2:08,1, which breaks 
the accepted American indoor record of 2:08. 2 held jointly by Don Gehrmann 
and Arnie Sowell. However, Cunliffe has a 2:07, 9 clocking up for recognition. 

Bruce Kidd, the remarkable 17-year-old from Toronto, Canada, won 
the two mile in a good 8:59, 2 after placing second in the mile at Chicago the 
previous night. Kidd took the lead four laps from home after letting Ron 
Wallingford, George Young, Tom Skutka and Fred Norris alternate the early 
pace. Kidd won by about 30 yards, 

With Kerr in the 1,000, Dave Mills of Purdue led all the way to win the 
600 in the meet record time of 1:10.9. In the 50-yard high hurdles, Hayes 
Jones won his 10th straight hurdles race of the indoor season in 5.9, which 
equals his American indoor record.

Sullivan Upsets Close

Chicago, March 10 -- Tom Sullivan, diminutive middle distance man 
from St. George High School in suburban Evanston, won his first major cup 
victory tonight by taking the 1, 000-yard run at the Chicago Daily News Relays, 
In other major events, Ralph Boston scored an effortless 26'}" victory over 
Anthony Watson in the broad jump, Max Truex broke Greg Rice's 20-year- 
old meet record with an 8:49, 1 in the two mile and Istvan Rozsavolgyi tri- 
umphed in 4:04,7 over a lackluster Bankers" Mile field. 

Sullivan, who had run in two previous Daily News Relays on his high 
school's eight-lap relay team, was off fast in the 1,000. He drew lane two 
and quickly settled into second place behind Southern Illinois’ Jim Dupree. 
Others in the six-man field included Pete Close, Ed Moran, Ted Beastall 
and Bert Ohlander. Sullivan followed Dupree closely for three laps, then tried 
to take the lead, but it took him three straightaways before he could get by. 
Then Close, who had been running a carefully controlled race just off the pace, 
moved up and spurted into the lead, passing the 800-meter mark in 1:54, 8, 
For a second it seemed as though the field might sweep past Sullivan but the 





St. George senior quickly recovered, followed Close for a half lap, then kicked 


hard coming off the last turn to win handily. 

In the Bankers’ Mile, Rozsavolgyi lined up against Cary Weisiger, 
an out-of-shape Lew Stieglitz, an overmatched Bruce Kidd, and Deacon Jones, 
who has been unable to duplicate his early season form. The Deacon set the 
early pace in 61.5 with only Rozsa stayed with him. At the half in 2:01.2, 
‘Rozsa began to pull away. He passed the three-quarters in 3:03 and finished 
in a respectable 4:04.7, Jones held on as long as he could but was shunted to 
last place as he faded badly on the last lap. Kidd, his arms swinging as though 
he was pedalling a bicycle, ran a well-paced personal best of 4:09. 4 but never 
was in contention for first-place honors. 

In the two mile, Truex won easily in 8:49, 1 from Western Michigan's 
Jerry Ashmore, who broke nine minutes for the first time with 8:56. 5. Billy 
Mills of Kansas was called off the track with just one lap to go because he had 
been lapped, The two best relay times were turned in by Drake with 3:17.9 
and by Western Michigan with 7:40. 4 off the strength of John Bork's 1:52,2 
anchor leg. 

The broad jump, contested for the first time in this meet, lost much 
of its appeal when Bo Roberson scratched because of an injury. Boston took 
only three jumps, recorded 26'4" on his third effort and then waited and 
watched to see if anyone could catch him. Nobody did although Watson came 
close with 25'9",

FAR WEST INDOOR CLASSIC 


Boston Steals Show 


Portland, Oregon, March 3 -- Olympic broad jump champion Ralph 
Boston stole the show from two Oregon boys tonight at the first edition of the 
Far West Indoor Classic. 

Roscoe Cook tied the world indoor 60-yard dash record of 6, 0 and Dyrol 
Burleson won the mile in 4:03,8, an American citizens record, but Boston 
turned in a superb performance despite competing with a slight case of flu. The 
Tennessee A&I student won the broad jump at 25'73", the 60-yard high hurdles 
at 7.1 and then took second in the high jump at 6'6". Hank Wyborney of 
Washington State was the only man to beat Boston all night and he did it by 
leaping 6'9" in the high jump. Boston's winning leap in the broad jump came 
on his first attempt and he later scratched twice on jumps near the 26-foot 
mark. He won easily from Oregon State's Darrell Horn, who did 24'83". In 
the high hurdles, Boston led from start to finish to beat Jerry Tarr. 

Cook tied the indoor dash record for the second time this season and the 
third time in his career but he almost tasted defeat. About 15 yards from the 
tape, teammate Harry Jerome, who has run 10.0 for 100 meters, led by about 
two feet. But Cook made that up plus a little more for the victory. 

Burleson, recently returned from a tour of New Zealand, was shooting 
for the indoor mile record and he hoped to get it with some help from Oregon 
freshmen Barry Adams, a Canadian, and Clayton Steinke, who had run 4:19.7 
in the afternoon competition. For six laps the two freshmen alternated the pace 
with Adams holding the lead at the 440 in 59,5 and Steinke setting the pace at 
the 880 mark in 2:01.8, Steinke dropped out on the seventh lap and Burleson, 
who had been bothered by a slight cold earlier in the week, took over the pace 
setting. He passed the 1320 in 3:02.7 and came home an easy winner to tie the 
American citizens record held jointly by Phil Coleman and Wes Santee. While 
Burleson was drawing most of the attention, Keith Forman, another miler 
from Coach Bill Bowerman's stable, placed second with a personal best 4:08, 5, 

Probably the biggest surprise of the meet came in the two mile where 
Bill Boyd, an Oregon State junior, shaved 14 seconds off his best time to win in 
8:53.9. Boyd, 21, is a transfer student from the University of Iowa, where he 
placed fourth in the two mile at the 1959 Big Ten outdoor meet. Among those 
he left in his wake were veteran Doug Kyle of Canada, who ran 8:57,2, and 
Tom O'Riordan, an Irishman at Idaho State, who clocked 9:00. 8. 

Parry O'Brien easily won the shot put but he almost didn't get full 
credit for his performance, O'Brien's mark was originally announced as 62'13" 
but Parry questioned the measurement. A check was made and Parry was 
right. The correct measurement should have been 62'6". Jay Silvester was 
second at 57'5",

Kansas Regains Title

Kansas City, Mo., March 4 — The expected dogfight between Kansas 
and defending champion Oklahoma for the Big Eight indoor title failed to 
materialize today when the Jayhawks ran away with the title by scoring 61 
points, 56 of them coming in the running events, 

Thus Kansas regained the title it lost last year to the Sooners, Prac- 
tically everything went went wrong for Oklahoma and Coach Bill Carroll's 
squad ended up with 342 points. Surprising Oklahoma State, long on quality 
but short on depth, tied for third with Missouri with 32 points, The Cowboys 
scored five victories, more than any other team. Oklahoma State's most 
cherished win probably came in the pole vault where sophomore George Davies 
upset defending champion J.D. Martin of Oklahoma, 15'4" to 15’, It was the 
best vault of Davies' brief career, 

The big heroes for Kansas were middle distance men Bill Dotson and 
Billy Mills. Dotson won the mile in 4:08,9 and took fourth in the 880, Mills 
captured the two mile in 9:17. 4 and placed third in the one mile. Other 
winners for Kansas were Larry McCue in the 60 and Kirk Hagan in the 1, 000. 

Carroll had nothing but problems as misfortune after misfortune robbed 
his team of points. The brightest spot for Oklahoma came in the shot put 
where Englishman Mike Lindsay captured the only Sooner first place with a 
career best of 58'105". Mark Sullivan, who was expected to be a high finisher 
for the Sooners in both hurdles and the 60, pulled up lame in a trial heat on 
Friday. Then Dick Dorsey, who had the fastest time in the 440 trials, de- 
veloped a sore foot and failed to qualify. Bob Wilcox, a favorite in the 600, 
fell down as he started to pass on the gun lap of that event, got up, ran off 
the track and then finished fifth. However, he was disqualified. High jumper 
Mark Brady, who was favored in his specialty, placed second as did Martin 
in the pole vault. 

Davies got off to a horrible start in the pole vault. He missed twice 
at both 13'6" and 14" before finally warming up. He cleared 15' on his first 
attempt and made 15'4" on his second trial, Then he barely missed at 15'8". 

Kansas State's Rex Stucker was trying for a triple in the meet -- the 
60 and the high and low hurdles. And he almost got it. In the high hurdles 

he was off fast and withstood the challenges of Kansas' Curt McClinton and 
J.D. Martin for the victory. He got another fast start in the 60 and seemed 
to have victory in his grasp when McCue came on with a strong rush to win 
by inches. Stucker was again off fast in the low hurdles and won easily in 6.7, 
a time which tied the American indoor record.

Michigan Routs Field 


By George Grenier 

Champaign, Ill., March 4 -- Michigan made a shambles of the Big Ten 
indoor championships today by rolling up 69 points for its third straight title. 
Indiana was a distance second with only 30 points. It was the third highest score 
on record, being surpassed only by Wisconsin's 754 in 1944 and Michigan's 71 
in 1959, In addition to demonstrating Michigan's strength, the lopsided victory 
pointed out the decline of the Big Ten as a major track force, 

The one bright light in the conference picture was the spectacular 47,2 
by Purdue's Dave Mills in the quarter which shattered all records in the books 
for dirt tracks, The race was run in lanes for the first two turns with the runners 
then breaking for the pole. It was evident from the pattern of Mills’ race that he 
had used the experience gained in running a 48.3 two weeks earlier on this same 
oversized track (63 laps to the mile) to achieve the record. 

Most of Dave's hard running was applied on the 66-yard straightaways with 
a slight relaxation on the curves. When he bolted for the pole at 200 yards he had 
a good five yards on the field. He added 10 more the rest of the way to finish al- 
most two seconds ahead of the field. He came back later to anchor the Purdue 
relay team in a losing cause with a fine 47.9. Jerry Golem of Northwestern and 
Jim Fisher of Minnesota waged a terrific battle for second, both recording 48.9, 
with Golem getting the judge's nod. Mills’ mark broke the old American indoor 
dirt track record of 47.9 shared by Herb McKenley and George Kerr. 

Michigan had two double winners. Ben McRae took both hurdles and equal- 
ed the Big Ten record of 8.4 in the 70-yard highs. Ergas Leps took the mile and 
880 with teammate Dave Martin taking second in both events. Tom Robinson 
missed scoring a double in the 60 and 300, events he had won for two years in 
a row. His nemesis was Indiana's Eddie Miles, who picked up a clear cut vic- 
tory in the 60 with a 6.2, However, Robinson did score an easy victory in the 


300, clocking 30. 6. 


Host Illinois got two firsts on some fine broad jumping by Paul Foreman 
and some fine shot putting by Bill Brown. Foreman was consistently over 24 feet 
with a best of 24'11}" (one foul over 25') despite consistently hooking to the left 
on all jumps, Brown heaved the iron ball 54'64" to win by almost a foot. Mike 
Johnson of Purdue took the pole vault at 14'63" with the Illini's Dave Rudolph 
second at 14', Rudolph should get some sort of comeback award. At Iowa State 
a few years ago he was doomed to wearing a neck brace after landing on his 
head in the vaulting pit. However, he had an operation to relieve a pinched nerve 


condition and he is back in competition,

Station, near San Jose, Calif. He is training under Coach Mihaly Igloi of the 
Santa Clara Valley Youth Village... South African intermediate hurdler Gert 
Potgieter says he has gone blind in his left eye as a result of an automobile 
accident in Germany last year, He says he can still run but his career in top- 
flight competition may be at an énd because he must accustom himself to 
judging distances with only one eye... Olympic decathlon champion Rafer 
Johnson predicts UCLA sophomore C.K, Yang, now his pupil, will win the 
decathlon at the 1964 Olympic Games, And Johnson wouldn't be surprised if 
Yang beats his world record... Olympic pole vault champion Don Bragg says 
track isn't fun anymore. "Sure, I love pole vaulting, but not what goes with 
it. How do you think I feel staying home to practice while my wife goes out to 
work? How do you think it feels to watch other guys getting set up in business 
and making good money while I do nothing for myself?"... Bragg thinks the 
man who does 16 feet will be someone using a fiber glass pole... George 
Kerr is an entomology student at the University of Illinois and plans to go to 
graduate school. He plans to compete until the 1964 Olympic Games. 

Russian high jumper Valeriy Brumel denies that he was quoted as 
saying he may eventually go as high as 7'6". "My coach might have said that, 
but I never did, " Brumel says, "Only the future will show how high I can go.

Berlin, February 26--Veteran middle distance ace Siegfried Herrmann 
ran a mile in 4:01.8 on the banked board track of the Dynamo-Halle 
in East Berlin tonight -- equal second best ever on boardso The 
28-year-old German, who in 1959/60 used this 142.86 meters (11-plus 
laps to the mile) track to good advantage setting world indoor 
records for 1500 (3:44.6) and 3000 meters (7:58.07), led from start 
to finish in tonight's racee At 1500 meters he was timed in 3:45e4, 
so he covered the last 120 yards in 16.4 (compare with Rozsavolgyi's 
1502 when the Hungarian turned in exactly the same final time at 
New York a week later)o Steeplechaser Hermann Buhl was second in 
4:04.0 and Karl-Heinz Kruse took third place in 4:09ele 

Siegfried Valentin, who expects to have his greatest ever 
Season this year, won the 3000 meters in an excellent 8:09.0 from 
Britain's Bruce Tulloh (8211.9) and Siegfried Rothe (8:15.6). Dan 
Waern of Sweden went home an easy winner (1:53.4) in the 800 meters, 
as Manfred Matuschewski, out of a sick bed, had to be content with 
1:54.02 and fourthe "Stickan" Pettersson of Sweden, who recently 
went over 7 feet in an indoor exhibition, won the high jump at 
2.06 (6'9"1/8). Klaus Beer of Germany was second at 2 meters even 
(6°6"3/4) and combined this with an excellent 7.62 (25') for first 
in the broad jump. Not yet 19, the tall, muscular Beer looms as 
a great future prospects Manfred Preussger won the pole vault at 
4.40 (14'5'1/4) and veteran Jiri Skobla lost the shot put to 
Britain's Martyn Lucking in a close decision --170l2 (56'2") to 
17223 (56'6"1/4). 


SCHMIDT (1:50-4), BOHME (8:04.6) SHINE IN GERMAN INDOOR CHS. 


Stuttgart, March 11--The VIII. West German Indoor Championships 
were run for the first time on an oversize track: the 200 meter 
banked board track of the Killesberg-Halle in Stuttgart naturally 
yielded a number of record-breaking performanceso Even in the 
absence of such luMinaries as Hary, Lauer and Kaufmann, the 
overall standard was goode Paul Schmidt won the 800 meters in 
1:50-4, and that was just about what he needed to stay ahead of 
Bruno Unseld (1:50-7)+ An even better performance was posted by 
Wilhelm-Riidiger Bohme, who trounced Ludwig Miiller, 8:04.6 to 
8:12.2, in a fast 3000 meters. Bohme, better known as a steeple-

‘Tokyo, March 18--An unheralded sprinter from Waseda University, 


Masaru Kamata, created a sensation by beating Italy's Livio Berru- 
ti in a 50-meter dash in Japan’s first major indoor meet. 

Kamata won from the Olympic 200-meter champion in a photo finish 
decision as both men were credited with 5-8. Berruti was off 
poorly in both heat (which he won in 5-8) and final. In the 
decisive race he was no better than third with only 20 meters to 
go and in spite of a good finish he could not quite catch Kamata, 
who won by an eyelash with a desperate lunge at the tape. Kamata, 
who will be 21 on April 21, was considered a second rate performer 
in his own country: last year he could do no better than 10.8 and 
22.0. This funny episode reminds us of what happened to another 
great European sprinter, Hubert Houben of Germany who --at a time 
when he was considered Europe's fastest human, namely in January 
1926-~- went all the way from Germany to the United States and 
made his indoor debut over oeo 40 yards, finishing no better than 
fifth! 

Two other Olympic champions competed in the Tokyo meet and 
certainly left nothing to be desired: Don Bragg went over 4.60 
(15'1") and 4070 (15'5") on first tries, then had a narrow miss 
at 4.84 (15'10"1/2), which would have been a new world indoor 
record. Murray Halberg of New Zealand won the 3000 meters by a 
huge margin in 8:07.20.

Nick Birks set an Australian and British Empire javelin record with a 
throw of 254'103" at the national championships in Brisbane on March 4. 

A week earlier in Sydney, the 22-year-old Birks threw 252'4", also 
an Australian and British Empire record, Before these efforts, Birks' pre- 
vious best was 250' in 1959. The javelin throwing at the national championships 
was really something by Australian standards. Alf Mitchell was second at 
249'10" while third place went to 19-year-old Reg Spiers, who threw 226'4", 
Spiers’ previous best was 207'4", made on Jan. 14, 

Gary Holdsworth, only 19, is probably the best sprint prospect Aus- 
tralia has produced in quite some time. He won the 100 at the national meet 
in 9.6 and took the 220 around a turn in 20.9. Dave Prince, another 19-year - 
old, won the high hurdles in 14,3, the 220 hurdles around a turn in 23, 1 and 
placed second in the broad jump at 24'83".

Profiles of Champions 


JAMES TULLY "JIM" BEATTY, middle distances, 5'6", 


126 pounds, 
black hair, hazel eyes, born Oct, 28, 1934, New YorkCity. Married. Sta- 
tistical clerk, Lockheed Aircraft, Sunnyvale, Calif. 

He first became interested in track at the age of 17 while in the 11th 
grade at Central High School in Charlotte, N.C. After only a month of training 
he won the state mile championship and posted a best time of 4:40. As a 
senior, he worked out four months and cut his best to 4:31 and again won the 
state mile championship. He enrolled at the University of North Carolina and 
ran 4:22 and 9:44 for two miles as a freshman, He improved greatly the 
following year and placed second in the NCAA two mile with a 9:07. 6 clocking. 
His best time for the mile was 4:15.8. As a junior in 1956 he ran 4:09. 4 and 
9:01.8 before taking second in the NCAA 5, 000 with 14:51. 1. He competed in 
the Olympic Trials but finished only 10th in 15:36.4. As a senior he ran 
very well in the early part of the season, posting bests of 4:06, 5 and 9:01. 7. 
However, he developed arch trouble and blisters and ran only 11th in the NCAA 
two mile. He came back in the National AAU mile and placed sixth in 4:09.8, 
He ran only the mile in 1958 and was fifth at the Drake Relays in 4:13, 4. He 
sat Out the 1959 season but then moved to California to train under Coach 
Mihaly Igloi at the Santa Clara Valley Youth Village. In his first race under 
Igloi he won the two mile at the 1960 Los Angeles Invitational indoor meet 
in 8:57, 0, He ran the mile in 4:05.4 at the New York A.C. indoor meet, 
beating Dyrol Burleson. Switching outdoors he set an American mile record 
of 3:58. 0 at the California Relays and a week later set an American 5, 000 
meter record of 13:51.7 at the Compton Invitational after passing the three- 
mile mark in 13:28, 0, Bill Dellinger nosed him out for the AAU 5, 000 title 
but he won the Olympic Trials 5, 000 in 14:13,6, He developed foot trouble 
and could place only ninth in his heat at the Olympics in 14:43.8. He opened 
the 1961 indoor season by winning the mile at the Oregon Invitational in 
4:07.4. He won the mile at the Los Angeles Invitational in 4:06.4 and then 
switched to the two mile at the Los Angeles Times meet, which he won in 
9:05. 7. 

He trains 12 months a year, seven days a week and does no weight 
training. His training schedule is determined by Coach Igloi. He was coached 
by Dale Ranson at North Carolina and he has been helped by teammate Laszlo 
Tabori, He rates everyone on the starting line as a serious rival. "Too many 
races are won by darkhorses," he says. His favorite event is the mile, the 
distance he probably will concentrate on in 1961. His biggest thrill was 
breaking the American record for the mile and his biggest disappointment was 
not making the 1956 Olympic team, He will let his coach decide his goals for 
this season but they probably will be in the vicinity of 3:56 for the mile, 8:30 
to 8:33 for two miles and 13:10 to 13:15 for three miles. He majored in English 
in college and was president of his junior class. 





JAMES KEANE "JIM" STACK, JR., middle distances, 5'9", 138 pounds, 
brown hair, hazel eyes, born Sept. 5, 1939, Chicago. Student, Yale University. 

His father was a runner at Notre Dame and he decided to try it after 
competing in other sports. His first track competition came in the 12th grade 
at The Hill School in Pottstown, Penna. In his first year he ran 51.4 for the 440 
and 1:59.7 in the 880, He enrolled at Yale and as a freshman in 1958 improved 
to 48.9 in the 440 and ran 1:12, 7 for the 600 yards indoors, As a sophomore 
he won the Heptagonal and IC4A 600 titles and had a best time of 1:10.2, Out- 
doors, he reduced his best in the 440 to 47.8, As a junior last year he re- 
peated as the Heptagonal and IC4A 600 champion and had an indoor best of 
1:10,5. During the outdoor season he ran 47,0 before placing third in the IC4A 
440, He then moved up to the half mile and took fourth in the NCAA 800 meters, 
At the Olympic Trials he ran 1:47. 8 in a heat of the 800 but was a distant last 
in the final. In the 1961 indoor season he won the 600 at the Heptagonal and 
IC4A meets for the third straight time. His goal for this season is to improve 
as much as possible and he would like to run for three more years. 

He trains nine months a year, five days a week. In the fall he dislikes 
cross country but likes fartlek on the grass, He will also do about 10 to 25 
220's on the track at about 30 seconds, In the winter he will practice six days 
a week before the season starts, After the season starts his weekly training 
schedule is usually like this: Monday, long warm-up; Tuesday, 2 x 660 in 1:23 
or 1:24; Wednesday, 4 x 440 in 55.0 or two 500's with a 50 to 52 second quarter; 
Thursday, warm-up; Friday, rest, In the spring his schedule remains the same 
on Monday, Thursday and Friday but on Tuesday and Wednesday he does fewer 
and faster repetitions. He is coached by Bob Giegengack at Yale. His favorite 
event is the 600 and his biggest thrill was running 1:10. 2 for the 600 in 1959, 
His biggest disappointment was his poor showing in the 800-meter final at the 
Olympic Trials, He majors in history but hopes to go into medicine. He was 
on the dean's list in his sophomore year. His brother Chris is a javelin thrower 
on the Stanford track team,

Reading and track are two of my very favorite pastimes so reading about 
track rates high on the list of pleasureable activities. Three pieces of reading 
have given me special pleasure in recent weeks and I recommend all three. 

Phil Coleman's article in the March 6 Sports Illustrated did my heart 
good. This veteran athlete, who knows what he is talking about, put into words 
much better than I could the case for the amateur athlete. He proved what I 
have always wanted to believe, that most track men, including the big stars, 
get their joy from competition and the satisfaction of integrity. Phil gives the 
answer to those who say amateurism is a phony, dying ideal when he writes: 
"Amateurism is a point of view, a state of mind. It is an attitude toward sport 
that recognizes it as something other than profession, something other than life's 
work, than a livelihood or means of existence. Athletics has been for me a way 
of life, but it has not been a whole life, and it cannot be. An amateur's commit- 
ment to sport is a qualified commitment, an acknowledgment that he will give 
his all only within certain restrictions. He will do his utmost in his two hours 
a day, knowing that he might be better if he spent eight hours or if he added 
weight training or if he dropped spices from his diet or quit sleeping with his 
wife. He strives to do the utmost within his limits, but has the reservation that 
if he is not himself victorious this does not mean that he is defeated. This is 
his creed, whether he is an amateur runner, boxer, painter or fisherman." 

"Olympic Diary Rome 1960" is a fresh, sparkling report on the Games 
by Neil Allen, one of England's top track experts. It is more than just a report 
on who won; it's what Neil saw outside the stadium, what he felt, to whom he 
talked. It's background material, and inside material, and it's good. 

"Sprinter" is quite a different kind of book. Published in England under 
the title "Testament of a Runner", which is really a better title than its present 
one, this book tells why a runner runs, what he thinks about, what he strives 
for, how he gets there, and how he feels in success and failure. W. R. Loader 
was a sprinter himself, and as a professional author he has the ability to put 
down on paper all the inner thoughts of the athlete. Every athlete, past and 
present, should find this book highly absorbing. 

OLYMPIC SUGGESTION 

Almost everyone says the Olympic Games are getting too big, and almost 
nobody does anything about it, except to add more sports. Now Scott Hamilton, 
U.S. marathoner and architect now working in Helsinki, comes up with a proposal 
that makes much sense. "Since the Olympic Games are crowded and still more 
sports are trying to get on the schedule. why not solve the problem by holding an 
Qlympics each year. Hold the "Team Olympics" in 1965, the "Water Olympics" 
in 1966, the "Winter Olympics" in 1967, and the "Track & Field Olympics" in

In Rome there were 5396 athletes competing. 1007 were in track, 1504 
i the various water sports, and 2885 in the other sports. There may be a bet- 
ter division of the various sports, but the idea is sound. No Games would have 
more than 2000 athletes which would reduce greatly the strain on the host city. 

Here are some figures that give an idea of the size of the undertaking: 
There were 1410 judges and officials; recorded training sessions numbered 81, 
397; 1720 persons were needed to check entrance tickets; 6973 athletes and 
officials and 241 horses lived in the Olympic Village; 1, 449, 365 entrance tickets 
were sold; the staff engaged in the organization of the Games numbered 4135 
with a supplementary staff of 4141 from the military; medical service was pro- 
vided by 250 doctors, 180 hospital nurses and masseurs and more than 60 aux- 
iliary nurses; 57, 382 attended the opening ceremonies and 448, 338 were at the 
eight afternoon and seven morning sessions of track (a disappointing figure, 
produced, perhaps, by the high prices); football, the next best attended sport, 
had 252,073 persons, but the money received was only a quarter as much as for 
track. From every angle the Olympics are too big, and Hamilton's idea would 
help a lot. 

OF PEOPLE AND THINGS 

Bob Campbell, the great leader of distance running in New England, sends 
along a flurry of clippings resulting from John Thomas' losses to Valeriy Brumel. 
Apparently a good many sports writers, who ordinarily couldn't care less about 
track, have suddently become experts on what ails track in the U.S. One head- 
line reads, "America Rapidly Falling Behind. Youth Won't Pay Price for Sports 
Success". To which Campbell says "Good athletic programs will attract good 
youths". Another writer says we are become a nation of sideline sitters--a 
vast vociferous cheering section--and that "perhaps the most insidious event that 
ever happened to this country was the invention of TV (to which I agree)." But 
Campbell wisely points out that "youth has more need of working leaders than of 
critics’ A good point which reminds me that I have always maintained that 
American youth is not soft, but the leadership is soft. In our local track pro- 
gram I've seen the boys do all the work that was asked of them, but not enough 
coaches are willing to ask for hard work, or are unwilling to put in the time 
which leadership demands. 

What is the most popular sport, from a participants standpoint? From 
a survey made by the National Federation, football has 627, 754 high school 
athletes, basketball 533,051, track 368,423, baseball 308,034, and then a huge 
dropoff to wrestling, with 60,309, Basketball has the most schools participating, 
19,495, with track next at 13, 837, and baseball and football just behind. Cross 
country is found at 2972 schools with 49, 387 athletes. Adding the collegians, 
club and unattached runners the number of track athletes must exceed a half a 
million in the U.S. 

According to the Jan, 1961 "Amateur Athlete, official organ of the AAU, 
"the committee turned down an invitation from Japan for two outstanding U.S. 
track athletes to compete there because Feb. 4-12 dates conflict with the U.S. 
indoor season." Since the AAU does not own a single American athlete I see 
no reason at all for this kind of highhanded nonsense to take place. The AAU is 
to serve the athlete. But apparently somebody feels the athlete should serve 
the AAU and should compete only where the AAU wants him to. Hogwash. 
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SHREVEPORT RELAYS
